THE HEW FILTER. 


Ai luportut Work K«ui»g t'wplrtt*. 


•'The people of Deeatur are probably 
not aware of the magnitude and Import- 
ance of the improvements now in course 
of completion at the city water works.— 
Host people (especially those who «se 
city water) know that the supply of tkis 
useful liquid has of late been somewhat 
uncertain, but few are aware of the ex- 
pense and labor necessary to correct the 
difficulty. The old filter, put in five years 
ago, is 100 feet in length, and yields a 
limited supply of pure, clear water, but 
the increase in the number of water takers 
during the past year or two has been so 
great that the supply afforded by this 
means has been easily exhausted, and Uie 
only way to keep up with the demands of 
the city for a sufficient amount of good, 
clear water, was to enlarge thefilter. The 
city council, therefore, decided to increase 
the filter to five times its present size and 
capacity, and the work was immediately 
let to the lowest bidder, Messrs. Tattle & 
Bramble securing the job. 


The new filter is a continuation of llio 


old one, connecting with it on the east 
a«d exUadlig 300 feet. At the east end

Sargent announcing that Wil- 
liam R. Walters died at his residence near 
Maroa at 4 o'clock on Wednesday after- 
noon, August 27. The deceased had been 
ill for a long time with asthma, but died 
of phlegmonic erysipelas.

making the new filter bear the shape of 
the letter T. The filter is nothing more 
than a huge well, into which the water 
flows from the surrounding sand and 
gravel beds. The walls of the filter are 
formed of heavy oak timbers, baited to- 
gether with iron rods, and extending to 
the hcighth of the water. From the top 
of the timber walls a brick arch is sprung, 
the brick being laid in cement, and the 
whole work, when completed, covered 
with earth.
